Howsasns Wire a Sarerr-Vatve —It bad 
pever occurred to as that lawyers make better 
pusbands than doctors—or, in fact, that there 
must be a greet choice, in the professions, be- 
tween thore that let off the'r il)-temper and 
those that confine it till itcan be let off at 
aome—until we fell in with the followfhg re- 
aterks by our friend Judge Daly, expressed 
at s meeting for the relief of Widows of Phy- 
sivians 

«<T dowbt if as good an understanding sub- 
sists among members of the medical as among 
those of the inga!l profession, and this, I think, 
may be attributed to the different manner in 
which they pursue their different vocations. 
The lawyer is always pitted against an adver- 
sary; he is broaght st once in» collision with 
« skillfel aad well-ermwed opponent, ia « mutual 
struggle tor victory. For the dixplay of his 
powers ead the exercise of bis talents, he 
comes into s public arema, aed champious his 
Séversary to the combat. Now the effect of 
this collision is highly beneficial and healthful.
